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Council Deplores Proposal to Bisect 
Glen Oaks Building With Property Line

A plan to divide Glen Oaks 
apartment complex in east 
Greenbelt; between two sets 
of owners is expected to 
meet forrfial objections from 
city council during its regu¬ 
lar meeting on April. 4. The 
reason: The resulting new 
property line would cut 
through one of the apart¬ 
ment buildings, as shown in 
the accompanying map. In 
the words of City Manager 
James Giese, . . it does 
seem to be an illogical place¬ 
ment of a property line.” 
Aside from any question of 
logic, homeowners of the ad¬ 
jacent (and related) Green- 
briar condominiums see the 
proposed dissection of the 
building as a threat to their 
own property values. 

The unusual property line re¬ 
quires that the owners get ap- 

yai county for vari¬ 
ances from normal zoning re¬ 
quirements. (A county Board of 
Zoning Appeals hearing on the 
matter is scheduled for April 6.) 
In addition, the county must ap¬ 
prove a new plat of re-subdivi- 
sion. Both the zoning variances 
and the plat of re-subdivision 
have been referred by the county 
to the city council for recom¬ 
mendations. Attorney Nancy Sle¬ 
picka, of the law firm of Fossett 
and Brugger, represented the 
Glen Oaks owners on the zoning 
and re-subdivision issues during 
a council work session on March 
23. Glen Oaks was built on an 
extension of the Greenbriar com¬ 
munity by Greenbriar Associates. 
To date it has been kept in a

rental status rather than being 
converted to condominiums. Ac¬ 
cording to Slepicka, the present 
division of the property is the 
result of several years of nego¬ 
tiations between Greenbriar As¬ 
sociates and its mortgage holder, 
Manufacturers Hanover Bank. 

Under the terms of the pro¬ 
posed settlement, Greenbriar As¬ 
sociates will retain 75 apartment 
units, and the bank will sell the 
remaining 388 units to Green¬ 
belt Realty Corporation. Sle¬ 
picka has said she does not know 
the financial history, but does not 
think that a “formal foreclosure" 
by the bank is involved. 

The 75 units that Greenbriar 
Associates is to keep are in that 
part of Glen Oaks east of Man- 
dan Road, bordered on the south 
by Greenbelt Road, on the north 
by vacant Board of Education 
land, and on the east by Goddard 
Space Flight Center. The 75 units 
would include one entire U-shap- 
ed structure at the south end near 
Greenbelt Road, and one leg only 
of a second U-shaped structure 
(7509 Mandan Road). The rest 
of that second structure would 
be owned by Greenbelt Realty 
Corp. The controversial property 
line would cut through the part 
of the structure at which the leg 
and base of the “U" join. 

Away from the building, the 
new property line would wander 
around in — literally — 12 dif¬ 
ferent directions . According to 
Slepicka, this is necessary in or¬ 
der to meet county zoning re¬ 
quirements for parking spaces 
and for side-yard and green 
spaces. As Giese noted, the line 
would divide one parking lot so 
that one owner has four spaces, 
and the other owner the remain¬ 
ing spaces.

The need for zoning variances 
arises because county zoning 
code requires a minimum of 50 
feet between main buildings, and 
a minimum of 10 feet of side 
yard. Where the proposed prop¬ 
erty line cuts through the struc¬ 
ture, the actual distance for both 
of those elements would be zero. 

Manager's Response 

Giese, in written comments, 
told council that “It certainly is 
possible to divide the property in 
a more logical manner, although 
the number of units owned by 
each of the two parties might 
have to be changed. It seems to 
me that, as a general practice the 
county should insist on logical 
property lines between housing 
units. For this reason, it is sug¬ 
gested that council recommend 
denial of the variance. ... I 
would recommend the denial of 
the plat of re-subdivision for the 
same reasons. . . 

Councilman Robert Zugby pre¬ 
sented to council a memorandum 
from “The Boards of Directors. 
Greenbriar/Glen Oaks Commu¬ 
nity." signed by him as President 
of Greenbriar Community Asso¬ 
ciation, and by Victoria Hatter, 
Lynn Myers and Paul Sinkovic as 
Presidents of Greenbriar Condo¬ 
minium Phases I, II, and III. 
The memo cited a resolution by 
the Community Association 
Board of Directors opposing the 
zoning variances, and expressed 
strong support of that resolution. 

These reasons were given: 

1) “The speedy conversion of 
Glen Oaks from rental to condo¬ 
minium would be most beneficial 
to the homeowners of Greenbriar, 
See GLEN OAKS, page 4, col.

So that residents know the po¬ 
tential damage gypsy moths can 
inflict on trees and so that they 
will know what to look for to 
identify gypsy moth active tv a 
public information meeting has 
been scheduled for Tuesday, Ap¬ 
ril 5, at 7:30 p.m. in City Council 
Chambers. Dennis Doornekamp, 
the city's Parks Superintendent, 
and Kevin Brown, Landscape 
Technician of the University nf 
Maryland, will present a slide 
show, specimens, and information 
on the gypsy moth, the damage 
it has inflicted so far, and steps 
to combat the gypsy moth. 

The gypsy moths which caused 
extensive tree damage in the New 
York and New England area last 
year are expected to reach the 
Greenbelt area this spring and 
summer. 

While the city’s parks crew will 
be on the watch for signs of 
gypsy moth damage to begin 
spraying activities, the assistance 
of Greenbelt residents is also 
extremely important.

Joseph J, Karitas of Greenbelt 
died on March 25. Services were 
held on Tuesday, March 29 at St. 
Hugh's Catholic Church. Inter¬ 
ment was at Fort Lincoln ceme¬ 
tery. 

Karitas was born in 1901 in the 
Oklahoma Indian Territory. Dur¬ 
ing World War I he served as a 
naval aviation mechanic and of¬ 
ten flew in what were known as 
“Flying Coffins.” 

Karitas and his family moved 
to Greenbelt in 1942. He was in¬ 
strumental in the establishment 
of the housing cooperative, to¬ 
day known as GHI. Serving as 
vice-chairman of the Southway 
area, he personally sold over 100 
homes. 

Before coming to Greenbelt, he 
worked as a printing contractor 
in Atlantic City. Later he work¬ 
ed for the State Department in 
the Public Administration Build¬ 
ing. For many years, he worked 
on the White House staff. He 
served under Presidents Roose¬ 
velt, Truman, Eisenhower, Ken¬ 
nedy, Johnson, and Nixon. One 
job Karitas undertook was the 
construction of the scaffolding 
used to take the photograph of 
the White House which is on the 
back of the $20 bill. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Mary; son, James; daughters, 
Margaret Powers, Kathryn Put¬ 
nam, and Annette Reinert; bro¬ 
ther, Andrew 13 grandchildren 
and three great-grandchildren.

Council Tidbits

The city council consider¬ 
ed the following miscellan¬ 
eous items of business dur¬ 
ing its regular meeting on 
March 7: 

—CRAB membership. At an 
earlier _ meeting, council had 
through error appointed one too 
many persons to fill vacancies on 
the seven-member Community 
Relations Advisory Board. Coun¬ 
cil resolved the problem by vot¬ 
ing a temporary increase in the 
size of the board to eight mem¬ 
bers, 

—Voter registrations. The 
Prince Georges County Board of 
Elections has offered to let the 
county’s municipalities share in 
a computerized system of voter 
registration lists. To participate, 
Greenbelt would pay a one-time 
fee of $1,000. The lists, for use 
in city council elections, would 
comprise the names of city resi¬ 
dents who have registered to 
vote in county, state, and nation¬ 
al elections. Council members 
recognized the difficulties with 
the present system whereby 
would-be voters must register 
separately for city elections, but 
expressed reluctance to give up 
all control over voter registra¬ 
tion. It was agreed that any 
change could not be effected in 
time for this fall’s council elec¬ 
tion, but that the county pro¬ 
posal, and variations on that pro¬ 
posal, warrant further study. 

—State legislation. Council re¬ 
viewed its stand on various pro¬ 
posed laws now going through 
the state’s legislative process, 
and sent its recommendations to 
the Maryland Municipal League. 
Most of the bills and city posi¬ 
tions have previously been re¬ 
ported here. New bills included 
one that would outlaw Teflon- 
coated armor - piercing bullets 
(council agrees) and another bill 
to change city annexation proce¬ 
dures so that “enclaves” of un¬ 
annexed land completely sur¬ 
rounded by a city would no long¬ 
er be permitted. (Greenbelt has 
such an enclave, and because 
council is on record that it will 
not annex without agreement of 
the owners, council decided to take 
no position on this bill). A third 
bill would protect the privacy of 
cable television subscribers when 
“interactive” (two - way) cable 
service becomes available. (Coun¬ 
cil supports “in principle,” with¬ 
out having gone into the techni¬ 
cal details.) 

At the request of County Coun¬ 
cilman Richard Castaldi, council 
gave its support to two state bills 
that would increase revenues for 
the county. The first of these 
would increase the county’s “pig¬ 
gy-back” income tax from the 
present 50 percent, to 60 per¬ 
cent for two years only. The sec¬ 
ond bill would separate the real 
property tax from the personal 
property tax, allowing the county 
to tax industry (mostly utility 
firms) at higher rates.

Double Taxation Bill 
Passes Maryland Senate 

A major plank in the Greenbelt 
legislative program, elimination 
of double taxation, passed the 
eSnate last week, according to 
State Senator Leo Green, a co¬ 
sponsor of the bill. 

Ten counties amended them¬ 
selves out of the bill (but not 
Prince Georges). 

The purpose of the bill is to 
insure that citizens who pay both 
city and county taxes do not pay 
twice for the same services. Al¬ 
though Prince Georges County 
does have a tax differential ar¬ 
rangement, there is no require¬ 
ment that it do so.

and a commitment by the devel¬ 
oper to accomplish the conver¬ 
sion is described in the Green- 
briar Phase III documents, an 
integral part of the purchase 
agreement There has been no 
discernible progress made in this 
direction, and the division of 
Glen Oaks between two owners 
will have the effect of slowing 
down the total conversion of this 
complex. Even if a conversion 
plan is put into effect for one or 
both of the new subdivisions, 
prospective buyers' awareness of 
the property line location as now 
proposed will decrease the units' 
salability and prolong the con¬ 
version process, . , . 

2) “Attached buildings may 
share such physical components 
as roof supports, plumbing sys¬ 
tems and electrical conduits not 
designed for divided ownership. 
Attempts to divide responsibili¬ 
ties for maintenance and replace¬ 
ment of these components be¬ 
tween two owners is a potential 
source of irritation and conflict. 

3) “We are aware of the fi¬ 
nancial and convenience benefits 
to be derived by the petitioners 
from the granting of the re¬ 
quested variance; we are un¬ 
aware of any benefit at all to be 
derived by the community." 

Council focused its discussion 
with Slepicka primarily on the 
“physical" aspects of the issue. 
Slepicka said that the hot-water 
shutoff valve for the entire struc¬ 
ture is on one side of the pro¬ 
posed property line, while the 
cold-water valve is on the other 
side of the line. Similarly, there 
is one main electrical service 
junction for the entire structure. 
Sinkovic (of Greenbriar Phase 
III) pointed out that one set of 
residents would not have “legal 
access" from the street to their 
property, but would have to use 
the other owner's roadway. 

Slepicka insisted that none of 
these physical aspects would 
cause problems for residents, be¬ 
cause legal “easements" would be 
written to assure full access from 
both sides of the property line. 
But council members differed 
sharply with her. Councilman 
Thomas White and Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld both questioned the 
practical value of a piece-of-pa- 
per easement when a plumbing or 
electrical emergency arises on 
one side of the property line, and 
the shutoff valves or switches 
are effectively under the control 
of the people on the other side 
of that line. 

Weidenfeld questioned how get¬ 
ting the entrance road plowed 
after a snowfall would be dealt 
with, and Giese wondered about 
the problems of working out a 
contract for the plowing of only 
four parking spaces within a 
larger parking lot. Mayor Pro 
Tern Richard Pilski voiced the 
suspicion that the residents 


would end up coming to “their 
city fathers” to get their prob¬ 
lems resolved, to which Weiden¬ 
feld added that there could be 
a lot of problems for the resi¬ 
dents in going through the legal 
processes needed to get easements 
honored. He saw a large poten¬ 
tial here for conflicts on the crit¬ 
ical basics of roads, water, and 
electricity. 

Other Alternatives? 

White asked Slepicka what 
would happen if the subdivision 
of the property as now proposed 
is not approved. Councilman Ed¬ 
ward Putens, noting that there 
are only 14 or 15 residential units 
in the piece of a building being 
split off by the property line, 
asked Slepicka whether the de¬ 
veloper and the bank couldn't 
work it out to avoid that split. 
Slepicka responded that her un¬ 
derstanding from Greenbelt As¬ 
sociates' representatives has 
been that the nature of the nego¬ 
tiations was such that “This is 
it." 

She had earlier said she did 
not know the plans of the two 
owners regarding continuation of 
rental activity versus conversion 
to condominium. But now she 
told council that if subdivision is 
not approved, it is very likely 
that conversion of Glen Oaks to 
condominium would be further 
delayed for “a long time" while 
negotiations resume. 

Although this was a work ses¬ 
sion with no formal decisions be¬ 
ing made, Weidenfeld summed up 
for Slepicka the prevailing view. 
He told her that if this proposal 
for a property line through a 
building involved new construc¬ 
tion under two separate owners, 
there is no way that council 
would give its approval. Now, 
even recognizing that the build¬ 
ings exist and that there are fi¬ 
nancial difficulties, Weidenfeld 
said that problems would be in¬ 
evitable under the proposed so¬ 
lution. He said there would be 
no way to prevent those problems 
or to keep the city from becom¬ 
ing involved in them Council, 
Weidenfeld concluded, would like 
to accommodate where it can, 
but it must be careful not to get 
itself into future difficulties. 

PEPCO to Reinstate 
Service Disconnecting 

PEPCO, which must provide 
electricity to customers in the 
winter, will resume disconnecting 
residential service to customers 
with overdue bills, on April 4. A 
household with a bill due more 
than two months is subject to 
termination of service. The com¬ 
pany sends a customer a formal 
notice 15 days before stopping 
service. PEPCO does have a va¬ 
riety of extended-time payment 
plans for large, overdue^ bills.

Vice President’s Wife Visits 
Greenbelt Middle School

Barbara Bush, wife of Vice President George Bush, 
visited Greenbelt Middle School on Monday to learn more 
about the English for Speakers of Other Languages (ES- 
OL) program. Her tour included discussing the program 
with students and faculty, and ended with a limited dis¬ 
cussion of money and politics. 

Though she has toured several 1 1 1 
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programs around the country, 
Bush came to Greenbelt because 
it harbors the Prince Georges 
County Adult Basic Education 
Center, the second largest in the 
state. More than 2,000 non-En¬ 
glish speaking adults represent¬ 
ing 42 countries come to the 
Prince Georges county center to 
learn how to speak English. 

Bush was accompanied by five 
members of the State Board of 
Education. She visied five clas¬ 
ses and chatted with students 
from nine different countries in¬ 
cluding Taiwan, Cambodia, Pol¬ 
and, and Greece. 

The students were eager to 
show Bush how much they learn¬ 
ed in their classes and enthusias¬ 
tically answered her questions. 
Some students had the opportun¬ 
ity to exemplify their English 
skills by telling her about the dif¬ 
ferences between their native 
homes, and their homes in Am¬ 
erica. On the basis of her chats, 
ESOL seems to be a success, she 
said. 

Bush advocates the program, 
because, as she says, “I can't 
afford tp live in a world in which 
60-80% of illiterates have to 
commit crime to survive because 
they can't get legitimate jobs.” 
Jobs that don't require English 
are rapidly declining because 
they are unspecialized or unskil¬ 
led. Therefore, the heed for 
ESOL classes has increased.

mately 1600 students to 3600 stu¬ 
dents. In Washington, three 
years ago, there were approxi¬ 
mately 700 participants and this 
year, there are 1,600. 

Enrollment increases have, 
however, created a waiting list, 
partially due to funding prob¬ 
lems. According to Judith Kolo- 
ski, chief of adult education pro¬ 
grams for the state of Maryland, 
“Unfortunately, the demograph¬ 
ics for the programs have in¬ 
creased at a time when federal 
funding has been cut.” The bud¬ 
get for Adult Basic Education 
(ABE) in Prince Georges County 
was cut by $129,000. 

Bush wondered why local 
funding had been cut when Rea- 
ganomic budget cuts were imple¬ 
mented to financially aid state 
governments and program ser¬ 
vices on the local level. 

“Well, we are going through a 
TRIM,” explained James Decker, 
coordinator of ABE. 

Bush did not let Decker con¬ 
tinue, as she instructed him not 
to mention TRIM and Reaganom¬ 
ics “in the same breath.” 

The financial discussion ended 
with Bush's indication that she 
was not there to discuss budgets 
or politics.

Tax Information CITY NOTES Senate Hearing On Spellman Bill 


This year, tax questions may 
be addressed to the Baltimore 
District Office of the Internal 
Revenue Service. There is now a 
24-hour seven-days-a-week tele¬ 
phone information service called 
Tele-Tax. The telephone assist¬ 
ance line, available to taxpayers 
with push button telephones, con¬ 
tains 141 tapes of information on 
tax subjects including filing re¬ 
quirements, itemized deductions, 
and tax credits. 

When dialing Tele-Tax there 
will be a message with further 
instructions. By pressing the ap¬ 
propriate sequence of numbers, 
tax help for individual ques¬ 
tions may be obtained. A com¬ 
plete listing of the topics covered 
by the tapes is given in IRS Pub¬ 
lication 910 and in a special Tele- 
Tax Brochure available at most 
area banks and libraries. The lo¬ 
cal telephone number for Tele- 
Tax is 628-2929. 


The city again participated in 
the cheese and butter distribu¬ 
tion program sponsored by the 
United Communities Against 
Poverty (UCAP). The city's gen¬ 
eral crew picked up 4,000 pounds 
of cheese and butter in Beaver 
Heights on March 22. On March 
23 and 24, 440 five-pound blocks 
of cheese and 880 pounds of but¬ 
ter were given to elderly and 
needy residents of the College 
Park - Greenbelt - Beltsville area. 
City staff was again assisted by 
volunteers, all of whom are re¬ 
tired Greenbelt residents. 

Work was done on the new 
school signal light on Crescent 
Road at St. Hugh's School. Storm 
drains were cleaned and the old 
fence along the foul lines on Mc¬ 
Donald Field was removed. A new 
fence is scheduled to be installed. 
The field was also graded. 


Senator Paul Sarbanes has an¬ 
nounced that the Senate Commit¬ 
tee on Energy and Natural Re¬ 
sources has scheduled hearings in 
its Subcommittee on Public 
Lands on his bill to rename the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
in honor of former Congress- 
woman Gladys Noon Spellman. 

The state of Maryland has al¬ 
ready adopted legislation desig¬ 
nating the 11 miles closest to 
Baltimore to be named in honor 


of Spellman. This part is under 
Maryland jurisdiction. Last year, 
the U.S. House of Representa¬ 
tives voted unanimously to re¬ 
name the 19 miles closest to 
Washington, but the Senate fail¬ 
ed to act before year’s end. 
Sarbanes and Mathias have 
reintroduced the legislation.
